By slam bidding is meant the intro- 


duction of certain bids with special 
and un-Bridge meaning: for the pur- 
pose of conveying specific informa- 
tion respecting some particular suit, 
and theoretically aiding the partner 
in bidding for a slam. The wildest 
type of ilam bidding provides that 
the first bid made by a side be mean- 
ingless except that it shows the Ace 
of the suit bid; it might be a singleton 
Ace. 
or an Ace at the head of a seven- 


card suit. Later bidding is supposed 
to show the length of the suit: but 
as it may be a short one. the partner 
is icquired to overbid even with a 
bust, and consequently such overbid 
is even more meaningless than__ the 
original bid. 
• Another scheme 
made an initial 


two-bid mean slam probabilities, and 
a three-bid no slam possibilities — or 
vice versa, some bid it one way and 
'some the other. 


In Contract, just as in Bridge — 


and, 
because of the increased valua- 


tions, even more important in Con- 
tract than in Bridge— it is essential 
that a game-going contract should be 
reached but not overreached. 
The 


Contract pair who frequently fail to 
bid for game when there is/game in 
their hands, or who are apt to bid for 
jt when it is not there, have a sorry 
record to produce at the end of the 
year. The number of slams mj.de in 
every hundred hands dealt has never. 
as far as I know, been determined 
with any great accuracy; but it seems 
safe to say that in the long run not 
over, two deals in a hundred will pro- 
duce hands which justify any kind of 
slam ' bidding. - Slams will be made 
oftcncr^ than' once in fifty deals, but a 
large percentage of slams arc due to 
some fortunate break' which cannot 
be foreseen by the bidders during the 
auction: so it must be admitted that 
any of the" slam-bidding conventions 
which would seriously interfere with 
reaching the' soundest final declara- 
tion for the combined hands, would 
work badly ; in forty-nine hands out 
of fifty even if it led to a slam b!d 
and made once in fifty times. That 
would be a serious enough condemna- 
tion of such a system of bidding, but 
that is not all. 


The chances are that in the fiftieth 


hand in which the slam can be sane- 
ly bid for and safely made, partners 
will be able to reach tho slam 
by 


sound non-slam bidding just as surely 
as with the aid of these unusual sys- 
tems. So it is safe to say that in the 
short history of Contract in this coun- 
try, those who have used theso sys- 
tems have lost thousands ot points 
and gained few.'if any. in return. 


The above does not apply to the 


saner and more conservative type of 
slam bidding in which slams do not 
bother the bidders until after the dec- 
laration ' has been definitely "set." A 
Contract declaration is said to be set 
when both partners understand that 
they are to play No Trump, Spades, 
Hearts, Diamonds or Clubs, as the 
case may be: that is. when the part- 
ners have agreed upon-what their dec- 
laration will be if they obtain the 
contract. After such an "understand- 
ing has been reached, subsequent bid- 
ding by either partner is solely for 
the purpose of showing trick-taking 
ability, and is designed to discover 
whether the partncrchip may venture 
to a bid of six or seven— i. e., a bid 
for Small or Big Slam. 


How the "set declaration" is ar- 


rived at and' other questions of slam 
bidding-' will be considered on Friday 
and Saturday of next week.

AMERICA SETS THE PACE 


"I never knew'a man who didn't believe 


in peace," former 
Congressman 
Paul 


Howland said in a speech. "I admire the 
heroes fighting so fiercely for peace in 
lime of pcaccl But it devolves upon the 
soldier to fight for peace in time of war. 
Who loves peace the more? "The ultimate 
cause of every war—the stupidity, ineffi- 
ciency and rapacity of governments—can 
never be removed until every nation 
adopts a form of government similar to 
that of the United States. But one thing is 
more horrible than war—that is a people 
that will not fight for its liberty." 


This point of view fits in to some extent 


with what President Coolidge said about 
prosperity and industry being safeguards 
against war. Apparently such prosperity 
and industry as we have can only be at- 
tained under such a government as ours. 
Democracy may be fundamental. 


We have plenty of "stupidity, ineffi- 


ciency and rapacity" among politicians 
who go to make up important parts of our 
government, yet the government itself 
has remained essentially sound and con- 
servative. So long as it keeps on the even 
keel that has characterized it in the past, 
self-government, or what we commonly 
speak of as democracy, undoubtedly'tends 
toward peace and security. . 


The most hopeful thing about Europe 


in relation to war is the great advance of 
self-government since 1918. 
There are 


dictators, to be sure, but they are only 
temporary bridges from monarchs to self- 
government. A French writer of repute 
observes that whereas for generations 
the United States was a pupil of many 
things European, the order has been re- 
versed, particularly with reference 
to 


government. 
Every nation in Europe, 


practically speaking, is a close student of 
things American. All are greatly interest- 
ed in our institutions, government, social 
and economic life. More' Europeans arc 
coming to this country than ever before 
- to study and observe, and their magazines 
and newspapers give much space to the 
discussion of-the political and social or- 
der over here. 
"" 


There are temperamental and historical 


differences, which make it difficult for the 
average European to understand Amer- 
ican government, to say nothing of suc- 
cessfully applying it. But Europe is mak- 
ing progress and is breaking away from 
-reactionary traditions and' habits of 
"thought that make the functioning of 
democratic institutions difficult and that . 
lend public opinion to comparatively eas}r 


exploitation by "stupid, inefficient 
and 


rapacious governments." In the measure 
that they advance toward certain ideas 
and ideals that have made this republic a 
success, in that proportion will they in- 
crease their security against -war.

LICENSED FLYING 


Major Young of the aeronautics divi- 


sion of the department of commerce urges 
any states that have not already' done so 
to enact laws requiring examinations and 
licensing of airplanes and pilots before 
allowing them to_fly. 


Eighty per cent of all the privately 


oNvned planes in the country are already 
subject to federal inspection and regula- 


" tion because they fly across state boun- 
daries or because their owners voluntarily 
fpllow the federal law. The other 20 per 
cent,- however, go unregulated and do a 
good deal of harm both to their own vic- 
tims and to the cause of aviation. 


At present it is possible in a good many 


of the states for any individual with the 
money and inclination to go out and buj- 
himself a second-hand plane, take a few 
lessons and then go up in the air. In too 
many cases the planes arc worn out or 
never were well built. Accidents, many 
of them fatal, arc the inevitable result. 
The people in the plane may be paying 
the price of their folly, but the unsuspect- 
ing victims on the ground ought to be 
protected from this danger. 


It is essential that official supervision 


of a thorough sort be extended to every 
aircraft and every flyer.

AN OUTLINE OK HYGIENE 
SO—The High Pressure Idea 


Hustle was the word we Americans liked a gen- 


eration ago. Now )t Is high tension. We like to Im- 
agine we live under "hljrh tension." We like to 
use this "hiKh tension" Idea as an alibi when we 
"break down," that Is. when we fall HI. Probably 
the most popular complaint of the day'ls "high blood 
pressure." A lot of folk arc trylnjr some kind of 
treatment for "hich blood pressure" which they 
have only In, Imagination. Even in the medical pro- 
fession we are inordinately fond of this Idea; Indeed, 
it Is good form to speak of'"hypertension" and of 
some ill defined or underdeveloped disea.se condi- 
tions at "hypertensive." The significance of this 
term, as doctors use it, Is as difficult to get at as is> 
the ,meanincf of the familiar axiom that a man is 
only as old as his arteries. A doctor may more ac- 
curatcly-estimate one's expectation of life by exam- 
ining the arteries than he can by inauiring about, 
the date of. birth, but this doesn't account for the 
condition df the arteries. Nor does observation that 
a patient has blood pressure higher than the nor- 
mal tell us what ails him or what is to be done 
about it. 


The slowly developing impairment of the heart 


muscle that doctors call chronic myrocarditis, most 
common among persons of mature age, is often only 
a part of arterio-selerosis in its early stage. The 
medical examination may disclose but one sign of 
the arterio-selerosis, namely, visible changes In the 
retinal arteries—the small vessels in the back of the 
eye. Of course the doctor can detect this sign if 
he examines the patient's retina. 


Nowhere else can the doctor examine the blood 


vessels like this. But when he sees the little ar- 
teries in the retina irregular, tortuous, apparently 
undergoing sclerosis, or hardening, he knows that 
little arteries through the body, in'the organs, arc 
sharing in the process. He knows, further, that 
there is now, or has been, hypertension, high blood 
pressure. And he knows that the heart itself is fed 
by the little arteries and the heart thus handicapped 
has to do greater work to maintain the circulation. 
These are just a few^of the considerations that make 
physicians nowadays thing of cardio-vascular lis- 
casc (heart artery wearing out) rather than of mere 
hardening of the arteries, or myrocarditis, or chronic 
nephritis (Bright's disease), or apoplexy (cerebral 
hemorrhage, stroke or paralysis). In fact, cardio- 
vascular disease is what the physician is thinking 
of when he speaks of- "hypertension" or "hyperten- 
sive" disease. Perhaps the vague idea of hyperten- 
sion will .do for the time being, until subsequent 
history reveals whether the arteries, the heart, the 
kidneys or the brain show the brunt of the disease. 
The nature of cardio-vascular disease is rather like 
that of the wonderful one hoss shay.

blood pressure, but slight variations may be de- 
tected by measurement with the instrument which is 
only too familiar nowadays." But the patient who is 
content to know merely that he has high blood pres- 
sure is most unwise, for if it be simply a passing 
"functional ,disutrbance, the patient should endeavor 
to l^arn what has caused such disturbance and to 
avoid the same cause In the future: or if it Is a 
feature of cardio-vascular disease, the patient should 
not postpone proper regulation of his life to con- 
serve his health.

Great Grandmother 


Reading in-your column about the boy who was 


saved from" choking to death on' a popcorn kernel 
by a street car passenger who applied artificial res- 
piration, while an indignant woman belabored the 
man with her umbrella, reminds me how my little 
one's life was saved years ago. She choked from 
swallowing a thimble when she was about 2 years 
old. 
I was frantic and did not know what to^o. 


But her grandma, who was a short person, stepped 
up on a chair, took the child by the feet head' down 
and shook her and the -thimble came out of her 
throat. Another time I saw a child saved in the 
same way. (Great Grandmother). - 


Answer—That was the very best first aid treat- 


ment for such an emergency.-, Artificial respiration 
might, fail to do any good if the foreign body ob- 
structed breathing. When anyone chokes on any- 
thing, the first thing is to try to dislodge the for- 
eign body from the throat -with your finger. Mean- 
while let some one thump the spine steadily and 
briskly with the flst, between the_ shoulder blades. 
In the case of a child, or for that~mattcr an adult, 
inversion, as this resourceful grandmother' demon- 
strated, may dislodge the foreign body. When these 
measures fail or are impractical, prone pressure 
artificial respiration should be promptly started and 
kept up without interruption until a doctor can be 
summoned. If- you are not capable of applying this 
life saving method in an emergency you ought to 
be heartily ashamed *of your ignorance.
